rally believed to be authentic is, 
that he deitroyed himfetfin the 44th 
vear of his age, about 54 years be- 
fore Chrift. After his death, Cicero 
reviled and corrected his poem, 
which had been partly written in 
the lucid intervals of reafon. and of 
fenfe. ‘he learned are in fome 
doubt, concerning the number of 
books written by Lucretius, fome 
fuppofing that he wrote more than 
fix; but this hypothefis deferves 


litle credit, for in thefe fix is con-— 


tained the whole doctrine, and phi- 
lofophy of Lpicurus, as far as re- 
lates to the explication of nature, 
or natural caules and efteéts. If 
the work of this poet originally eon- 
tained no more than fix bocks, there 
isreafon to conjecture, that fome 
of his verfes are wanting; as Ser- 
cites this fragment from Lu- 
cretius :

I conclude this life with the opi- 
nion of Dr Burnet, in his fecond 
book of the Theory of the Earth : * Lu» 
cretius, fays he, was an L£picurean 
more fiom his inclination and the 
bent of his fpirit, than from reafon 
or any force of argument. For 
though his fuppofitions be very pre- 
carious, and his reafonings all a- 
long very flizht, he will many times 
ftrut and triumph, as if he had 
wrelted the thunder out of Jove’s 
right-hand; and a mathematician 
is not more confident of his demon- 
tration, than he teems to be of 
the truth of his thallow philotopiy. 
He was certainly tn earneft in this 
difbelief of the immortality of the 
foul, and his future itate; for he is 
fuid to have laid violent hands on 
himtelf? And fo moft unhaypily did 
poor Creechy bis ingenious tranjlator. 


ACCOUNT of the late WILLIAM COWPER, Efq; 


Author of “€ The Tafk,” and various other poems. 


THIS delightful poet and truly 
onginal genius, whofe works will 
Mivage the attention ot poiterity 
equally as they have done the pre- 
lent umes, was born at Berkham- 
ltead in Hertfordthire in November 
'73{, as the diurnal writers in- 
tormus. His father, John Cow- 
pety Kector of Berkhamitead and 
Chaplain in ordinary to his Majetty, 
Was tecond fon of Spencer Cowper, 
big sone of the Judges of the Com- 

, Mon Pleas, brother of Lord Chan- 
cellor Cowper. Our author is faid 
to have received his education at 
Wellmintter ; from whence we be- 
ee le was transierred to Cam- 
onidge, Wich he left without tak- 
W® any degree: his plan at that 
was to ftudy the law; he 
Vow.

Mode .of Living. 
THE ufual mode of living at Paris 


is atthe Reflaurateur’s 3 aname which 
has not been known (1 believe) above 
thirty or forty years.

THE Irifh have alwavs been re- 
markable tor their funeral lamenta- 
tions, and this peculiarity has been no- 
tied by almoft every traveller who 
vilited them. And it feems derived 
from their Celtic anceftors, the pri- 
meeva! inhabitants of this ifle. Jt has 
been aflirmed of the Irith, that to ery 
Was more natural to them than to any 
other nation, and at length the Irith 
cry became proverbial. 

Cambreniis, in the twelfth century, 
fays, the Irith then mufically expretl- 
ed their gniefs, that is, they applied 
the mufical art, in which they excelled 
all others, to the orderly celebration 
of funeral obfequies, by dividing the 
mourners into two bodies, each alter- 
nately linging their part, and the 
whole at times joining in full chorus.

ed fora controvertift; with fufficient 
learning ; with digtion vehement and 
pointed, thouch often vulpar and in- 
correct; with unconquerable pertinae 
city; wich wit in the higheft degree 
keen and farcaflic ; and with al! thofe 
powers eXalted and invigorated by 
jull confidence in his caufe. 

Thus qualifed, and thas incited, 
he walked out to battle, and afilatled 
at once moft of the living writers, 
from Dryden to Durfey. His onfet 
was violent: thofe paflages, which 
while they ftood fingle had paffed with 
litte notice, when they were accumu- 
laed and expofed together, excited 
horror; the wife and the pious caught 
the alarm, and the nation wondered 

hy it had fo long fuffered irreligion 
and licemtioufnefs to be openly taught 
at the public charge. Nothing now 
remained tor the poets bat to ren{t or 
fy. Dryden’s confcience, or his pra- 
cyace, angry as he was, withheld him 
from the confli& ; Congreve and Van- 
burgh attempted anfwers. Congreve, 
4 very$young man, elated with fuc- 
cefs, and impatient of cenfure, aflumed 
ao air of contidence and fecurity. His 
chief artifice of controverly is to r@- 
tort upon his adverfary his own words ; 
he is very angry, and, hoping to con- 
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quer Collier with his own weapons, 
allows himfelf in the afe of every term 
of contumely and contempt; but he 
has the fword without the arm of 
Scanderbeg; he has his antagoni}’s 
coarfenefs, but not his ftrength. Cole 
lier replied, for contcit was his de- 
light, he was not to be frightened from 
his purpofe or his prey. 

Phe caufe of Conpreve was not 
tenable; whatever glofles he might 
ufe for the defence or palliation of 
fingle paffages, the general tenour and 
tendency of his plays mult always be 
condemned. It is acknowledged with 
univerfal conviction, that the perufal 
of his works will make no man better ; 
and that their ultimate effeét is to re- 
prefent pleafure in alliance with vice, 
and to relax thofe obligations by which 
life ought to be regulated.— The {tage 
found other advocates, and the difpute 
was protracted through ten years, but 
at Jait comedy prew more modeft; 
and Collier lived to fee the reward of 
his Jabour in the reformation of the 
theatre. 

Such is the bricf hiftory of this 
event, the effects of which are telt in 
the theatre to this day. nothing, or 
very little, of an indecent kind, being 
permitted in the works of the authors, 
or the conduét of the -Ctors, We 
fiould now proceed to a fthort retro- 
fpect of the manners of the Saft cen- 
tury, and the internal poiwtical changes, 
ending in the uaiwo with Ireland, bur 
this article has already extended fo 
mach beyond the propofed bounds, 
that we muit take another opportunity 
to confider thule dudjects.

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felt at Crieff, fifty miles from Edin- 
burch, and on the roth and arth fe- 
vere (hacks were felt at other places. 

* Oa the ath of December arrived 
at beith, Capt. Stewart of the fhip Bro- 
thers, from Archangel ia Ruflia, who 
informed, that on the coaft of Lapland 
and Norway he failed many leagues 
among mulitudes of dead haddocks 
floating On the water. He tpoke fe- 
veral thips which alio pailcd among 
them. 

“Jy OSober Vefuvius was in a ftate 
of eruption for feveral weeks, and dil- 
charged tmall ttreams of lava. The 
plague prevailed at Smyrna aad Con- 
tautinople. 

“Onthe agth of O&ober, from two 
o'clock, P. M. to half after four, Ken- 
tucky was cuvclopedin thick darkuedls, 
i) that people were obliged to ule 
candles. 

“It will Se obferved, that this dark- 
nefs coincided nearly tn time with the 
ixginning of the influeoza in America, 
with the eruption of Vefuvius, and 
with many earthquakes. 

“Such univerfal diforders in the ele- 
ments never fail to produce epidemic 
dicates; and thote here related were 
the heralds of the moft fevere period 
of ficknefs that has occurred in the 
United States for thirty years.

At firtt he was well received 3 
but his matter being obliged to return 
to the Cane on account ot bulinefs, he 
accompanied him; and after repeated 
ill-treatment from his miftrets, he ob- 
tatied permiffion to return to the gar- 
rifon at Falle Bay, from which he de- 
ferted on the 24th of December 1783 ; 
aud journeving on foot to the neigh- 
bourhoed ot Mr Brand’s cftate, he en- 
tered the houle of a gentieman who 
had feen bim tn company with his maf- 
ter, and under preteace of having bu- 
finefs to traniact on the eflate, provid 
ing himfelf with a carbine, powder, 
and ball, he commenced thofe travels 
of which we are to give a further ac-

Sir Jan.es gave a diflinct enumeration 
of the operations which took piace 
while betore Ferrol, and took upon 
himieif the whole retponfibility of the 
meadiure of the retreat from that place. 
—At the lame time, he begged to be 
underiiood, as being of opinion that 
he fhou'd have been to blame, if he had 
not endeavoured to profit by the expe- 
rience of the odicets he had with him, 
whole advice he thought it his duty to 
take, and did teke. They are moit 
refpectable officers. Fle did theretore 
take their opinion, not in the form of 
a Council! of War, as the Hon. Gentle- 
man had itated, but in another way.

Germany, at period. “The tufant 
Duke ot Parma ts the near rclauon of 
the King of Spain, whofe attichment 
to France wif ot courle be confirmed, 
and France wel thus be able to 
up ail the Tuican ports againit Britith 
vellels. The Emperor renounces ail 
his nights io Maly beyond the Adige.
